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ARMY-NAVY  MEDICAL.  PROCUREMENT  AGENCY  SET  UP 


In  order  to  assure  the  interchangeability  of  medical  equipment  between 
the  two  services  and  to  unify  purchases  of  medical  supplies,  an  Army-Navy 
Medical  Procurement  Agency  has  been  set  up  and  is  now  in  operation  in  New 
York  City. 

The  Agency  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  unifying  all 
Army-Navy  procurement  made  during  the  war  by  Colonel  (later  Brigadier  General) 
T!Tilliam  H.  Draper,  AUS,  and  Captain  (  later  Rear  Admiral)  Lewis  L.  Strauss, 

USNR,  at  the  instruction  of  the  Secretary  of  waI*  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

The  recommendation  for  joint  medical  procurement  was  approved  by  the  two 
Secretaries  on  October  9,  1945.  Combined  operations  began  December  15  at  head¬ 
quarters  at  52  Broadway,  New  York  City. 

Rear  Admiral  K.  C.  Melhorn,  Medical  Corps,  TJSN,  of  Pine  Hills,  Julian, 
California,  is  director  of  the  project,  and  Colonel  M.  E.  Griffin,  Medical  Corps, 
USA,  of  6626  Seventh  St.,  NT7.,  Washington,  D.  C.,  is  officer  in  charge  of 
the  procurement  office.  The  agency  is  staffed  jointly  with  Army,  Navy  and 
civilian  personnel.

The  buying  policies  under  which  the  agency  operates  will  be  determined 
by  a  board  of  four  officers,  two  from  each  service,  and  will  be  under  supervision 
•of  the  Army-Navy  Munitions  Board.  A  single  laboratory  has  been  set  up  for 
testing. 

A  subply  list  has  been  compiled  of  medical  supplies  used  by  both  services, 
arranged  so  as  to  permit  easier  identification  of  supplies  used  by  either  ser¬ 
vice.  Exchange  of  any  surplus  which  may  occur  is  facilitated  and  relief  from 
temporary  shortage  of  a  specific  material  may  be  obtained  by  checking  with  the 
other  service.

Is  a  result  of  standardization,  about  85  per  cent  of  the  3,000  items  regu¬ 
larly  stocked  by  the  Army  have  been  found  susceptible  to*  use  by  the  Navy,  In 
some  cases  Navy  specifications  will  be  changed  to  conform  to  the  Army1 s  and  in 
others  the  Army’s  will  conform  to  the  Navy’s.  Certain  items,  such  as  operating 
room  equipment  for  use  on  board  ship,  are  peculiar  to  the  Navy,  while  veterinary 
supplies  are  peculiar  to  the  Army. 

SN-7618  EFFECTIVE  ANTI-MALARIAL  DRUG 

The  new  anti-malarial  drug,  SN-7618,  which  the  Army  Medical  Department 
j  played  an  important  part  in  developing,  has  been  found  to  be  superior  in  many 
I  ways  to  quinine  or  atabrine,  according  to  a  recent  announcement  by  the  Office 
j  of  The  Surgeon  General. 


Studied  in  collaboration  with  the  Interservice  Board  for  the  Coordination 
I  of  Malarial  Studies,  SN-7618  was  tested  in- experiments  at  Harmon  General  Hospital, 
Longview,  Texas,  and  Moore  General  Hospital  at  Swannanoa,  North  Carolina,  in 
I  addition  to  some  overseas  theaters  of  operations. 

Designed  to  obtain  information  on  the  value  of  the  drug  in  controlling 
j  the  symptoms  and  fever  occurring  in  acute  attacks  of  malaria,  these  studies 
:  included  the  observation  of  more  than  600  malaria- stricken  soldiers,  who  were 
3  administered  different  amounts  of  the  drug  in  from  one  to  seven  days.  rThen 
notations  had  been  made  of  symptoms  such  as  the  passing  of  the  fever  and  the 
disappearance  of  malarial  parasites  frcm  the  blood  stream,  the  patients  were 
:  kept  in  the  reconditioning  section  to  determine  the  possibilities  and  time 
j  interval  for  relapse. 

Comparisons  were  made  of  the  results  with  those  obtained  in  similar  studies 
of  atabrine,  quinine  and  other  new  drugs.  It  was  found  that  one  day’s  treat¬ 
ment  with  SN-7618  promptly  controlled  fever  and  other  symptoms  and  that  the 
parasites  rapidly  disappeared  from  the  blood. 

Observation  periods  of  four  months  shewed  that  75  per  cent  of  the  men 
tested  suffered  relapses.  Though  this  number  is  similar  to  that  found  in  ex¬ 
periments  with  quinine  and  atabrine,  the  interval  between  attacks  was  found  to 
be  longer  when  SN-7618  was  used,  patients  soon  acquired  a  preference  for  the 
drug  because  of  its  rapid  action,  which  permitted  them  to  leave  the  wards  within 
two  or  three  days. 

Though  SN-7618  is  considered  superior  to  other  anti-malarial  drugs  in  that 
it  does  not  discolor  the  skin,  upset  the  stomach,  or  cause  a  buzzing  in-  the 
;  ears,  it  is  not  a  one- treatment  cure  for  vivax  malaria.  weekly  doses  of  the 
drug  can  be  taken  to  avoid  relapse  after  an  acute  attack,  but  upon  discontinua- 
!  tion  of  the  treatment  further  relapses  may  occur. 

SN-7618  was  so  named  because  it  was  the  7618th  drug  tested  in  the  four- 
year  program  sponsored  by  the  Committee  on  Medical  Research.  The  program  was 
financed  by  the  Office  of  Scientific  Research  and  Development.

A  native  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  Colonel  Hampton  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Tennessee  College  of  Medicine.

The  final  report  of  the  Committee  for  the  Technical  and  Scientific  Inves¬ 
tigation  of  Japanese  Activities  in  Tho  Medical  Sciences  has  been  received  by 
the  Amy  Medical  Library,  according  to  a  recent  announcement. 

Established  in  Manila  bv  the  office  of  the  Chief  Surgeon,  the  Committee 
visited  every  city  of  importance  in  medical  education  and  every  first-class 
medical  institution  in  Japan,  during  a  three-month  period. 

They  were  unable  to  examine  and  properly  evaluate  all  of  the  many  claims 
of  scientific  interest  made  by  the  Japanese.  Seme  of  these  claims  were  not 
accepted  as  factual,  but  were  considered  of  interest  and  reported.  The  material 
examined  included  literature  and  information  concerning  all  sorts  of  medical 
activity  over  the  past  twenty  years.
